George Evans Fails to Reveal Mary 
Vennell’s Death Before Find- 
ing of Body. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PREss.) 
BRIDGETON, N. J., June 19.—Investi- 
gation is being made of the drowning 
in Sunset Lake last night of Miss Mary 
Vennell, whose body was found in shoal 
water today, the face and body showing 
cuts and bruises. 

Last night the girl went rowing with 
George Evans. Later their boat was 
found filled with water and Evans was 
located in bed at home, his wet cloth- 
ing hanging over a chatr. 

His explanation was that In changing 
their positions the boat sank under 
them. Evans said he had great dif. 
ficulty in freeing himself from his com- 
panion, who, he sald, Was screaming 
for help, while she held him tightly 
about the neck. 

“They had gone sown twice, Evans 
said, when he freed himself and swam 
ashore. He had told no one of the 
drowning of the girl.

Served Five Years. 


Rosewell pleaded guilty to robbery in 
the first degree on Dec. 12, 1900, in 
the Circuit Court, and was then serv- 
ing five years. Dave Hickey had plead- 
ed guilty to robbery in the second de- 
gree Nov. 13, 1899, and was 
seven and one-half years. 

They told how they had written to 
Egan, putting him on his guard against 
Gagel. John Whalen, convicted of rob- 
bery in the first degree, Dec. 12, 1900, 
who was serving five years, related the 
same story. 

Jimmy Barry, who was convicted ef 
assault Dec. 20, 1901, and served six 
months in the Workhouse, told how Ga- 
gel refused to take a drink in Egan's 
saloon, on Barry’s invitatien, during the 
last Christmas holidays. 

Barry said he asked Gagel for his 
reason and that the reply had been: 

“I don’t want te meet him there. fT 
want to be fixed when I meet him some- 
where else.”

Capsule Containing Strychnine 
Intended for the Con- 
demned Man. 





Deadly poison, in the guise of medicine, 
sent through the mails to “‘Lord” F. 
Seymour Barrington, condemned to die 
July 2 for the murder of James P. Mc- 
Cann, was intercepted by Sheriff Herpel 
of St. Louis County. 

The poison, strychnine, was contained 
in a 6-grain capsule. The result of a test 
of the powder was reported Wednes- 
day to the Sheriff. Dr. Egger, county 
physician, said that he had found in 
the capsule enough strychnine to kill 
aman, and that a cat, to which he gave 
a small portion of the capsule’s con- 
tents, died in a few minutes. 

Note Marked “Personnai.” 

A letter, addressed to ‘“‘Lord Barring- 
ton, Jail, Clayton, Mo.,’”’ was received 
at the Jail last Saturday. Although 
marked “Personal,” it was opened by 
the Sheriff, as is all mail addressed to 
Barrington. 

A capsule fell out as the letter was 
opened. The note accompanying it read: 

“Dear Lord Barrington: I have been 
informed that vou are suffering from 
indigestion. The inclosed capsule will 
cure you without fail.”’ 

The letter was signed with the name 
of “Dr. Cc. M. Winneg, 210 Lucas ave- 
nue."’ No one by that name is known 
at the address given. 

The capsule was at once turned over 
to Dr. Egger.

Barrington was allowed to keep the 
sinister note. He seemed to regard the 
incident as a token of good luck. His 
attorneys are now endeayoring to per- 
suade Gov.

The women, think- 
ing that the gasoline would burn with- 
out setting fire to the furniture’ or 
woodwork, paused in their work. They 
did not attempt to leave until the whole 
room was in a blaze and the door to 
the stairway was veiled in jets of fame. 


Covered Her Head and Raz. 

Mrs. Lakey climbed out of the win- 
dow and drew herself up to the roof.

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Interstate 


Commerce Commissioners were amazed 


today when they read of the Adams Ex- 


press Co.'s proposal to issue an interest- 


bearing bond dividend of 200 per cent. 


They were astonished, first because the 
officials of the company thus publicly 
advertise that they have a large sur- 
plus on hand, and second that they 
propose to distribute the surplus in 
such a manner that future generations 
will be asked to pay rates high enough 
to pay the tnterest charges on divi- 
dends. 

As individuais, commissioners 
about the effrontery of the express 
company officials, their audacity and 
callousness in making such a proposal.

Glancing over the Evening Post of 
this city I saw an article headed “Some 
Modern Giants,”’ accredited to you.

St. Louis Financier Has Charge of 
Financial Affairs in 
Philippines.

Festus J. Wade, president ofthe Mer- 
cantile Trust Co., has been appointed 
fiscal representative of the Catholic 
Church in the Philippines: to settle dis- 
putes with the Government in which ti- 
tles to lands, bank stocks and other 
properties to the value of $8,000,000 or 
$10,000,000 are involved. 

Archbishop Harty, who was formerly 
& priest in St. Louis, is now in complete 
control of the interests of the Catholic 
Church in the Philippine Islands. When 
he was here recently ne ‘selected Mr. 
Wade as his representative to effect a 
settlement with the Government. 

The Spanish-Philippine Bank, which is 
largely owned and controlled by the 
Catholic Church, Is one of the principal 
sources of trouble. The Government de- 
sires to abridge its powers, and recently 
by taxing its circulating notes vompelled 
their ret rement. The vank was found- 
ed in 1823 and has enjoyed many privi- 


leges not granted to banks in this 
country. 

There are also questions involving the 
San Jose Colle a@ heavily endowed 
and powerful Tomtitagion. the Insane 
Asylum and the San twazaro Hospital.

Mr. Kerens showed a copy of his 
new St. Louis paper and called atten-

“Before the Republican National 
Convention has made the platform,” 
he said, ‘‘no one Republican ought to 
try to say what the platform should 
be, but each individual Republican 
can say what the platform should 
contain. For my part, I am for tari 
revision all around, but the tariff 
ought to be revised by its friends.

‘The report is preposterous,” said
